problem, one thet la likely to puzzle bet

•hall she do with her girls?" It is a 
•veil known and lamentable census fact 
that there arc more women than men in 
Massachusetts. 
Some of the learned 


scientists of that State who have grap- 
pled with the question are of opinion that 
the established rule* of generation have 
by some occult law or undiscovered cir- 
cnmitance been reversed, and instead of 
more men children being born in the old 
Bay State there la an excess of women 
ehildrcu. 
One of the Boston papers 


refuses to accept this solution of thaphe- 
nomen a and claims that the emigration of 
men to the Western States has its 
influence npon 
tho ratio of males 


to females. Tho same paper fiuds an- 
other influence which tends to this same 
effect in the fact that the light work for 
womet afforded by the factories draws 
the females of other States, especially 
of Maine and Vermont, to tho manufac- 
turing towns of Massachusetts. This 
latter view is strengthened by tbe fact 
that Maine, which lias suffered far more 
severely than Massachusetts from the 
emigration of its men, has only 709 more 
women than men. while in Vermont the 
males outnumber the females by 889. 
The theory in sought to bo still further 
sustained by a comparison of the statis- 
tics of factory towns with thoso of 
farmhi; 
communities — n comparison 


which 
shows 
that 
tho 
disparity 


between the numbers 
of 
tho two 


acios is considerably greater in the cities 
and towns devoted chiefly to manufac- 
turing industries than anywhere else, 
and notably iu Lowell, which has MS* 
female i to every 411 males. Unfortu- 
nately Tor tho new theory, however, the 
census shows an excess of women, not 
only ir the State at large, but also in 
every county, which, in view of the fact 
that the excess in manufacturing towns 
must to largely made tip of native women, 
drawn from tho State's own farming 
communities, seems to show thnt the 
State docs after all constitute an excep- 
tion to the general rule. Tho farming 
communities lose men to the West, 
but Ihoy lose women also to 
the 


manufacturing 
towns, 
and 
yet 


thtrj 
remains 
in 
every 
county 


a numerical excess of women. 
Every 


d.iy this trouble increases and the male 
population is becoming alarmed. There 
aro only two courses to pursue; one is to 
adopt llrigham Young's peculiar faith 
and introduce polygamy as an equalizer, 
or else find relief iu the Hcrodian 
method of killing off nil tho female chil- 
dren as fast ns born, for a few years. 
The latter plan would seem to be the 
more economical, in view of the hard 
times and tho high price of female attire; 
but it will probably be the lost one 
adopted. 
States as well as individuals 


have their annoyances. Kansas has her 
grasshoppers, California her Chinese, 
and Massachusetts—would do well to 
eiport some ol her females or go to 
offering chromo premiums for male 
settlers.
